THE COTTON WAR. 


That there is a war of prices now raging in 
the cotton world between the American pro- 
ducing and the Briteh consuming imtereete, is 
fact which, for some time past, has been obvious 
to every obsarver—and, has been, te « 
certain extent, felt, directly er indirectly, by 
various classes on both sides of the water. Prices 
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ward him for holding back; and the conse- 
quence is that the stock is retained in this eoun- 
try, operating, for the time, like so much bailicn 
locked up in private cellars or the veults of the 
Sub Treasury, diminssbing and appreciating the 
ordinary international currency of exchange, 
aad producing some inconvenience in the money 


The evil, however, must be regarded as « 
one. The war will soon come te an 

end. The spinner is destined to be defeated. All 
advices from the South confirm the low estimate 
for the crop, the final establishment of which 
can have ne other result—aniess Europe should 


or yield the question of prices to the producer; 
who is now beginning te fee! his power, and con- 
ceive the force of an idea often, of late, exprese- 
ed in England, and canvassed with much serious- 
pens and some terzes. in fact, the present con- 
test illustrates in a very interesting way the tre- 
mendows engine which America bas in ber bands, 
in her cotton crop, capable of being wielded, at 
any moment, against the manufactaring pree- 
perity of Greet Britain. It is some mooths since

It would do more to prostrate 
her in the dust than all the armaments which 
America and the combined world could bari 
against ber. What emendous power ie thie 
im the bands of a rival! The day may come, 
even should inclination be dead, when seif-in 
terest may drive ber to the policy of shutting up 
our English factories, and crushing our English 
trade. She hes, as it were, at ber command the 
great dam, from which all our motive power ws 
derived, and has only te close the sluices, when 
she wishes our machinery te step.” 


This w all true-—eo very true that, should « 
war suddenly arwe between the two countries, 
it would be the best and most efficacious, as it 
Would be the cheapes: and most bioodtiess wey for 
the United States to wage it, with certainty of a 
fall and speedy victory, to embarge the cotton 
crop—buy it, at double prices even—every baie 
of it, not needed by our own manufacturers and 
those of friendly states—end make @ bonfire of it. 
The cost of a death-biow te Eagland would be 
the price of one year’s cotton crop. May we 
never, however, have occasion to strike the one 
or burn the other. 

The check of cotton exports and the accume- 
lation of corn im the sub-treasury bave, together, 
we must sey, created more apprebension in some 
minds than w justified by the circumstances.

LETTER FROM 
GRACE GREENWOOD. 


New Brighton, March 28h, 1850. 
Guxrixumn :—The spring opened for us very 
genially, with « few delicious sunny days, most 
favorabie for riding and rambling, and inspiring 
Plessantest ideas of all sorts of out-deor enjoy- 
ment. But Jack Frost seems to have taken the 
beck track, bringing quite a young winter upon 
us. Weare shut up in our dull houses, te mope 
over doll beeks, looking out eccasionaliy te make 
faces at the weather, “and give back frows for 
frown.” What wonder if one is reduced to mi- 
serable expedients for dissipating one’s exmus , 
ouch as making scrap-tables, and writing letters 
for the press. 

There are a few books lying on my table, 
which should have received some notice long 
ere this, and if you will indulge me a little while, 
4 will ony my unofficial, unsutberitative, yet 
most independent sa say, concerning them. 
First of ail, I have read 
and thoroughly. This poet has been so little 
read im our country, as to be best known to 
many as the husband of Elizabeth Barrett, bet 
abroad, he has a higher distinction, a greatness 
which even hers cannot overshadow ; and there, 
he need not tear being pointed out “as the man 
whom Ninon married.” He is the one to whom 
Landor, in « most beautiful sonnet, paid that 
“Shakespeare is not our poet, but the world’s 
Therefore, on him no speech! and brief for thee. 
Browning '” 





One is almost afraid te venture a word, efter 


This poet is, 1 believe, a great problem to the 
critics. His style is often singularly involved, 
dreamy and mystical; but he is never meaning- 


shades,” where the beauty is deeper and richer 
for the partial obscurity. His masses of word- 
do not cover peor, manikin idess, bet 
fail-grown and reyally.proportioned thoughts; 
and from amidst his mists and cloud-mazes, 
gleam out no false, inconsiderable lights, but 
stars of the first magnitude. 

Browning bas been called unmusical, and, 
judged by common rules, | suppose bis verse 
lacks melody; but for me, there is always in it 
& sort of spiritual barmeny, which overruies the 
mere word.sound, and renders him one of the 
most musical of poets. 

Fer all Browning's power, and learning, and 
strongly marked peculiarities, much of his poe- 
try seems to me of a most natural and primi 
tive kind. It is simply poetic reverie, and given 
in the dreamy, diffuse, inexpressive language of 
reverie, every word obediently written ¢own as 
it slid from the murmuring lips of bis muse, 
without question and without hesitation. In 
such, nothing is direet or connected, but all 
wandering and distracted, and the reader, to 
comprehend the poet, must, by some process, 
place himeelf in « similar somnarbulatory state 
—must reverize with him, and go on Weaving 
almost invisible threads of thought, through an 
infinitude of words. 

Bat when Browning is awake, be ws alive al! 
over ;— witness some of bis “ Dramatic Lyrics. 
such as “Cavalier Junes,” “Count Gismond,

1 suppose that “ Paracelsus”’ is esteemed the 
most powerful work of Browning's genius, and 
is certainly very great, for the theaght it embo- 
dies and its many magnificent bursts of poetry. 
But te me it seems too diffuse, oftentimes heavy 
and obscure, and sometimes verging on prole 
nity. The most remarkable thing i it, io my 
estimation, is the beautiful allegorical poem io 
troduced inte part iV.,

“THE TULIP MANIA. 


reom ‘*ror hae et s

The tulip,—so named, i is said, from a Turk- 
wh word, signifying « turban,—was introduced 
inte Western Europe about the middie of the 


sixteenth cestury. Conrad Geaner, who claims 


be Gest cow it im the year 1559, in a garden 
at Augeberg, belonging to the learned ( ounsel- 
jor a man very famous in his day for 
his collection of rare exotics. The bulbs were 
sent te this gentleman by « friend at Constanti- 
nople, where the flower had long been a favorite. 
im the course of ten or eleven years after this 
period, tulips were much sought after by the 
wealthy, eopecialiy us Holland aad Germany.— 
Ruch people at Amsterdam sent for the bulbs di- 
rect te Ceanstantunopie, and paid the most extra 
vagent prices for them. The first roots planted 
in England were brought from Vienna, in 1600. 
Until the year }634 the tulip annually increased 
im reputation, until it wes deemed « proof of 
bad taste in any man of fortune to be without 
collection of them. Many learned mes, incla- 
45er de Angelis and the celebrated 
“ Lepdes, the auther of the treatise 
~ De Constantia,” were passionately fend of tu- 
lips. The rage for possessung them soon caught 
the middle classes of society, and merchants and 
even of moderate means, be gan to 
vie with each ether in the rarity of these fowere 
and the preposterous prices they paid for them.

Being ignorant of its quality, be 
took out bis penanife and peeled off ite coats, 
with the view of making experiments upon it.— 
When it was by this means reduced to half ite 
original size, he cut it inte two equal sections, 
making ali the time many learned remarks on 
the singular appearances of the unknown bulb 
Suddenly the owner pounced upon him, and, 
with fary in his eyes, asked him if he knew 
what he had been doing? «Peeling a most ex- 
traerdinary onion,” replied the philosopher.— 
« Hundert tausend duyvel,” said the Dutchman ; 
“it’s an Admiral Van der Eyed.” “ Thank you,” 
replied the traveller, taking out his nete-book to 
make a memorandom of the same; “are these 
admirals common in yoor country!” “ Death 
and the devil,” said the Dutchman, seizing the 
astonished man of science by the collar ; “ come 
before the syndic, and you shall see.” la spite 
ef bis remonstrances, the traveller was 
througd the streets, followed by « mob of per~ 
sons. When brought inte the 
magistrate, he learned, to bis ¢ 
the root upon which he had been experimer 
sing was worth 1,000 florins ; and notwithstand- 
ing all he could urge im extenuation, he was 
ledged in prison until be found securities for the

The demand for tulips of a rare species in- 
creased so mech in the year 
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Stock Exchange of Amsterdam, in R

Every one imagined that 
the passion for tulips would last forever, and 
that the wealthy from every part of the 
world would send to Holland, and pay whatever 
prices were asked for them. The riches of Eu- 
rope would be cencentrated on the shores of the 
Zuayder Zee, and poverty banished from the f 
vored clime of Holland. Nobles, citizens, farm- 
ers, mechanice, seamen, jootmen, maid-servants, 
even chimacy-eweeps and old ciothes- women, 
dabbied in tulips. People of ail grades converted 
their property inte cash, and invested it im flow 

ers. Hooses and lands were offered tor sale at 
Tutnousiy low prices, or assigned in

There was po 
court ia Holland which would enteree payment. 
The question was raised in Amsterdam, but the 
judges unanimously refused to interfere, on the 
ground that debts contracted in gambling were 
no debts in law. 

Thus the matter rested. To find a remedy 
was beyond the power of the Government. Those 
who were anlucky enough te have bad stores of 
tulips on band at the time of the sudden reaction 
were jeft to bear their ruin as philosophically as 
they could; those whe had made profits were al- 
lowed to keep them; but the commerce of the 
country suffered a severe shock, from which 
was many years ere it recovered. 

The example of the Dutch was imitated to 
some extent in England. fn the year 1696, te 

lips were publiciy sold in the Exchange of Lon- 
don, and the jobbers exerted themesives to the 
utmost to raise them to the fictitious value they 
had acquired in Amsterdam. In Paris also the 
jobbers strove to create a tulipomania. la both 
cities they only partially succeeded. However, 
the force of example brought the flowers into 
great favor, and amongst a certain class of peo- 
ple tulips bave ever since been prized more high- 
ly than any other flowers of the field. The 
Duteh are still neterious for their partiality to 
them, and continue to pay higher prices for them 
than any other people. As the rich Englishmen 
boasts of his fine race horses of bis old pictures, 
so does the wealthy Dutchman vaant him of his 
tulips. 

in England, in our day, strange as it may ep- 
pear, a tulip will produce more money than an 
oak. It one could be found, rara om corres, and 
black as the black swan alluded to by Javenal, 
its price would equal that of a dozen acres of 
standing corn. In Scotland, towards the close of 
the seventeenth century, the highest price for 
tulips, according te the authority of a writer is 
the supplement te the third edition of the “ F 
cyclopedia Britennice,” wes ten guineas. Their 
valve appears to have diminished from that time 
till the year 1769, when the two most valuable 
species in England were the Don Quewade and 
the Valeatinier, the former of which was worth 
two guineas, and the latter two guineas ands 
bait. These prices appear to have been the mi- 
nimum. in the year 1500, a common price was 
fifteen guineas for a single bulb. In 1835, so 
foolish were the fanciers, that « bulb of the spe 

cies called the Miss Fanny Kemble, was sold by 
public auction in Londen for seventy-five pounds 

Stil! more astonishing was the price of a tulip in 
the possession of a gardener in the King’s Road, 
Chelsea. In bis catalogues, it was labelled at 
two bundred guineas! Thus a fower, which for 
beauty and pertume was surpassed by abundant 
roses of the garden,—a posegay of which might 
be purchased for & penny,—was priced at a 
whieh would have provided an industrious a 

borer and bis family with food, and clothes, and 
lodging for sig years! Should chickweed and 
groandse! ever come inte fashion, the wealthy 
would, pe doubt, vie with each other in adorning 
their gardens with them, and paying the most 
extravagant prices for them. In so doing, they 
would bar be more foolish than the admirers 
of tulips. The common prices for these flowers 
at the present time vary from five te fifteen 
guineas, according to the rarity of the species.

When you become satisfied that the horse is 
affected by either of the above diseases, wet the 
nair over the afected part, aad apply the ring 
red hot, so that the centre of the ring wil! be 
over the centre of the affected part; burn hard 
enough to burn off the hair and slightly seorch 
the skin, and then grease the bern to keep the 
skin from cracking. 

A cure is certain to be effected if the remedy 
is applied in season. I have cured many, without 
tailing once.—-Ohso Cultivator.
